Ic is a note not univorthy our obſervation, thar the Pralmilt in 
th2 following verle makes mention of the wicked in the Plural 
number; but 1n this verſe, ſ_eaking of the good, ulerh the Singu. 
lir: to intinate to us,there are many traſgreſſors th one perfett; 
many wicked to one #pright man, The Prophet bids us Behold the 
#49right,; but alas,where ſhall we find one »pr:ght man to behold? 
It is ſtoried of Dzogezes, that at noon day he went about rhe 
ſtreets with a Candle lighted ; and being asked, Whar he did ? 
returned this anſwer, Hommnens quars,l ſeek for a Man : meaning 
one thar might deſerve the name of a man. And we find that ic 
was Gods command to the Prophet, that he ſhould Ru to and 
fro through the ſtreets of Jeruſalem, and ſeek ru the broad places 
thereof, to find a man that executed judgment. Should we take 
the ſame courſe to find the perfeft aud upright man in the Text, 
how long ſhould we be in ſeeking ? Pretenders to PerfeCtion, 
Profeſſors of SanRiry,this Age ſwarms with,but few PraCticers, 
Facings of Religion were never more in faſhion, bur the Linings 
of Piety never more out of requeſt. That $Subtile malum ſecretun 
virus latens venenum, as {hbryſologs fitly termethir, lurking 
Make, ſubtile evil, and ſecret poyſon of hypacrifie hath ſtung, 
ſurprized, and infe&ted the moſt among us.

Let us do ſo, patiently expe&, and 
diligently obſerve, that Salvation which God in the End will 
work for his ſervants, That counſel which: Chriſt gave to rhe 
Ehurch of Laodicea, let me give to you, in reference to 
this duty , efrint your eyes with the eye-ſalve of the Spirit, 
that you may rightly diſcern, and wiſely judge of Gods pro- 
c2edings. Look backward by the eye of Experience,and ſee how 
God hath dealt wich »pright perſons in the end;&trhen look for- 
ward by the eye of Faith, and conclude what God will youch- 
ſafe to his people ar the lat.

works are Jewels, not to be lockt up in a Cabiner, bur to be ſer 
forch to publick view. If Chrilt would have aries name re- 
membred in the Goſfel unto the worlds end for ne box of oynt- 
»ent poured on his head, we cannot imagine that h2 would 
have the many pious and charitable deeds of his ſeryants to be 
buried in 0040, Conſult the Scriptures, and you ſhall ſcarce 
find any godly man laid in his grave without an Epitaph of ho- 
nor. View the Fathers, and you ſhall obſerve it their praRtice to 
honor che death of the good,by giving them their deſerved prai- 
ſes:So did Ambroſe to T heodoſins, Nazianzen ty Athanaſins, Hie- 
rom to Nepotian, and Bernard to Malachias and Gerard, The 
eruth is, in reciting the vertuous aCts of dead perſons, we do 
not ſo much adyancage them as benefit our ſelves. What do 
they need glory on Earth who are glorified in Heaven 2 Noſtr a 
intereſt non ipſor:47#, Its our intereſt, nor theirs, ſince by their ex- 
amples we are provoked to good works : Nay, let me tell you, 
in rehearſing their Graces, we do not ſo much honour Them as 
alorite God. *Twas the Greek Fathers Apology for himſelf, 
Thy agsIny emaurar Sho imavtaroye, mag % Tols dyFewnort h 21h; 
In praying vertue, I extoli the God who is the donor of it. 

It cannot then (at leaſt juſtly) offend any religious Ear, if 1 
ſhall endeavour to delineare the fingular worth of this illuſtrious 
Knight, whoſe Funerals we now ſolemnize.

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Congregation who ſat with him in publickCoures can abundant- 
ſy arre(t1t;Ic pleaſed this City to put him upon ſeyeral places of 
great Truſt and Honor;and not many years fince he was thought 
worthy to be invelted wich the highe!t Office of dignity and Au-. 
thoriry;in which he behaved himſelf fo fairhfully,couragiouſly, 8: 
diſcreerly,that [ may julily ſay,hzs place did not ſo much bonor bins 
as he his place, A true Patriot indeed he was,lofing,for a time, his 
liberty,hazarding his eftare,ſhall I ſay his life*for the defence of 
thisC:49,which he then conceiy'd to be ſurrounded with dangers. 

2. You have ſeen his ſteps as a Magiſtrate, behol.: him now as 
a Chriſtian : A perfe# and an wpright Saint is one, who, though 
not exactly, yer intentionally obſerves the precepts of borh 
Tables ; giving (at leaſt in deſire and endeavour) to God and 
Man, that which of right belongs unto them, Ofborh theſe we 
ſhall find him a moſt conſpicuous pattern, 

1. Behold him in his Re/7grox, he was one who Copied out his 
life according tothe Old way of C—_ wherein he writ 
ſo fair a Hand, that I believe feyy come near him. In his Devo- 
21045 he was neither fooliſhly Fatious, nor popiſhly Superttici- 
ous : He worſhipged God is that way which the Papitts call He- 
reſie, and Schiſmaticks call Popery. His delight was fervent in, 
and therefore his repair frequent to the Houſe of God ; eftee- 
ming (according to the Hebrew Proverb) thoſe Garments moſt 
gay, which were ſullied with the duſt of the Temple. And as 
his often addreſſes to theſe publick places of Worthip whilſt he 
lived, ſo the large ſumms of Mony he gave to the Edifying and 
Repairing of them when he died, fully proclaim chat to be 
rrue of him, which David ſaid of himſelf, The zeal of thy Hauſe 
h th eaten me up. Singular was his reverence in attending to 
Gods Word, and affectionate his reſpe& to rhe diſpenſers of ir, 
Eſte-ming thens highly in love for their works ſake ; among whom 
Imuſt gratefully acknowledge my ſelf (though the nnworthieft) 
to be one who had no ſmall ſhare in his favour, This cordial 
love of his to Gods Meſſengers was ſo-much che more tobe 
commended in him,by how much it is ſo rarely praQticed amo 
us.Thar complaint of the Prophet Jeremy,being roo much vert- 
fied in this our Age, They refpett not the perſon of the Prieſt: Antl 
withall, it yas ſo much the more \imitable, it that in'was ne 
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onely verbal bur real, in expreſſion but action, in reſfe& bur 
reliet of thoie whom he thoughr Orthodox, and found Nece/ſi- 
zo ; to whom (beſides many particular and liberal ſupplies in 
his life) he hath bequeathed az hundred ponds at his death. Adde 
ro all this that which indeed denominates him the #pr:ghr man 
In the Text, he gave meals of private Devotion to his Soul, 

*Tis a good ſaying of the Father, Non eſt vera religio, gue cum 

Templo relinquittr, That Religion 1: not ſincere, which leaves a SY 

man at the Church door ; if you will find out a mans integrity 

follow him home, trace him to his Cloſer ; obſerve hi; con. ci- 

entious regard of ſecret Devotions : this (I am cercainly infor- 

med by them thar intimately knew him) was his practice, often | 
retiring himſelfin ſecret, bi lacrymas nou homimbu offerebat, p;;,, 4, Nepor: 
{ed Deo, where he poured forth tears to his God, for his own, 
and the fins of the Nation : yea, not onely in the Day, bur 

Night, in his Cloſer, but on his Bed he fought his God : Often 

expreſſing to his noleſ: deacly than deſervedly beloved Son-in- 

law, How glad he was of his frequent wakings in the Night, ſince 

thereby he had opportunity to praiſe bis God,and pray for the ſettle= 

ment of this miſerably dijtratted Church-and Kingdom, 

2. You have ſeen him in relation ro God, behold him in re- 
ference to Men, and truly in what relation ſoever you pleaſe to 
view him, you ſhall find him praiſe-worthy, Whillt bleſt with a 
Conſort, he was an affeRtionare Husband. Towards his Children | 
a tender Father. To his Servants a loving and helpful Miſter. [| 
To his acquaintance a faithful Friend,and in his commerce with | 
all men a ju! Dealer. I cannot ſtay to enlarge on any of thzſe, 'F 
onely ler me preſent to you that grace of Charity, wherein I am | 
confidine he our-ſtript many, though otherwiſe of equal rank 
with hin. As God had ble(t him with a fai: Efate, ſo he gave 
him a large Heart : nor was he more careful by induſtry to ger, 
than forward by charity to give. He had learnt the beſt derivati- | 
on of Dives from Divide, dividing much of his Eſtat2 among F 
thoſe that were indigent ; beſides thoſe pious uſes formerly 
mentioned, he hath contribured much to charitable ends. To 
the Tomn of Plymoth, which had the honour to be the place of 
his Birch, Five hundred pounds, for the yearly Cloarhing of their 
Poor, To this Pariſh, whereof - was a principal NE | 
2 we i 
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T wo hundred ponnds ; beſides various other Gifcs to ſeveral Hoſ- 
pirals, for the Relzafing of Prifoners, and che like. And thar, 
which was moit deſervealy initable in him, was, that he cauſed 
the light of his good Wo. ks to be carried b:fore as well as be- 
hind him. He made his own eyes the Over-ſcers, and hands 
the Execators of his charitable mind : Witnz(s, bztides many 
privare and perſonal Relizfs, that a 21; le Gift of Five huntred 
pou:dr,which in his life he be;.owed on Chriſts Hoiprtal,of which 
he was {omietimes a Preſideut. And, which was no {mall incou- 
rage ment to hin, and may be to o.hers, in ſhewing works of 
Mercy, he found thx: hz gathered by ſcattering, his ſtore en- 
creaſed by ciliriburing, and thar B-ead again in his Cupboard 
which nc had caſt 07 tie Waters, 

Con:1dering all this which hath been ſaid, (whereof not one 
tittle is more than whar Ieither knew my ſelf, or have been 
credibly informed of ) I think Ez»y it ſelf cannot deny him (in 
an Evangelical ſenſe) the title of a Perfett,'or if that may be too 
much, yet of an #pright)) man. 

1 here is yet one Charater more which the Vulgr reading 
affo-ds, and I cannor omit, it ſo fitly agrees with hin, and that 
1S,Vir pacifices,he was a man of Peace; he much dehtired unity in 
Aﬀection, where there was diverſity of O, tnion ; and therefore 
he was wont to ſay, There Fou'd be more love among $t us : If my 
Friend differ from me 1 Tudgment, let me ſhew love to hu Perſon, 
though I diſlike his Opinion ; and let me pray that God would d ret 
him in the right way, Neither his Prayers nor Counſels were 


- wanting to the peace of Chureh and Stare : which peaceable dif- 


poſition, however in this our contentious Age it be accounted a 
Crime, yer, I am ſure in Gods eſteem, *tis a Pearl of great price; 
and whilt men look upon ſuch as their Enemies, God reckons 
them as his Children, 

To ſhut up this, it was a notable ſ-eech of Antigonus when 
Zeno died, Onale theatrum amiſi ? Meaning thar 1n his lite he 
beheld a repreſentation of many excellent Verrues, with which 
he was enamour'd, The like complaint may all who knew rhis 
worthy Knight take uv concerning hrn : What a Look:ng-glaſs 
of Vertues, Theatre of Graces have we lot? one, in whom rhere 
was a rare combination of Severity and eekyeſs, Gravity and 
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Courteſie, Charity and Frugality, Zeal and Diſcretion, I can- 
not better reſemble him than co the tone G ar amantides, which, 
chough it caſt no great luſtre outwardly, :amen int us habet aureas 
gutras, yet hath golden drops within ; his delight being more 
in internal ſincerity than in external ſhew. 

To draw to an end, hrs exd mult needs be comfortable whoſe 
life was ſo profitable ; and indeed ſo it was. There were a pair 
of vertues worthy our obſervation which he exyreſs'd in his fick- 
neſs, Patience and Confidence, A quiet ſubmition to Gods will, 
ana a ſivect repoſe in Gods mercy ; both which, though oppor- 
cunicy favour'd not me to be a perſonal witneſs of, yet I doubt 
not but my reverend Brother (who cfficiates in this place, and 
was often with him} can ſufficiently atte{t, The pangs of his diſ- 
eaſe(which could nor bur be grievous;/he under-went with a qui- 
et cheerfulneſs. And when hv friends that flood by him,minded 
him of making his peace with Go9J, he: returned this Anſwer, 
(worthy to be written in letters of Gold, and fir to be engraven 
on all our hearts) Remember thy Creator 11 the dayes of thy youth: 
old age and ſickneſs are no fit times to make peace with Heavez: : 
blefling God that his peace w.1s n:t then tro make, So that now I 
may very well take up che later part of thz Text, and aſſert it of 
him,T he end of this man was peace. He died inthat peace which 
was promited co Abraham betore that utter ruine comes, which 
ſeems to hanz over his native Country. . He di-d in peace, In 
his own houſe, not in a pri.on, after all his ſufferings, quietly 
breathing forth his lait in his own bed. And, which was beſt, he 
died with a quiet mind, in chat comfortable ſenſe he had of his 
reconciliation to God, throngh faith in the merits of his Saviour. 
Nor mult I forget to apy ly the vulgar reading of this later clauſe 
in my Text to him, 7 here are remainders to this peaceful man . 
The relic of an hopeful ; ofteriry, God lengthning his dayes ſo 
far, as to ſce not onely his ch:/drey, but his childs children: upon 
whoſe heads, I doubt nor, but his graces, throngh Gods mercy, 
will procure a rlentiful ſhowre of ble4ings to be poured down. 
And not onely ſo.burt ro him likewiſe there was the remarnder of 
a good name ; like a Taper of onre wax he burn'd clearly in his 
life, and hath left a ſweer ſavour behin? him at his going our, 
And as I hope his ſoul now partakes of chat glory which 1s pre- 
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whereof he is now poſleſt forever, 


pared for the Saints ; ſo to his body that maſt now be laid in the 
Grave, there 1s the 7emarnaer of a glorious reſurreRion, to that 
immortal bliſs which is reſerv'd m Heaven for all them thar loye 
the appearing of Chriſt, 

Ler not then his Children or Allies grieve beyond meaſure,be- 
cauſe not without hope : let them not ſpend coo many rears in 
vain upon his grave, bur rather letthem, and all we who knew 
him, eſteem his 2emory bleſſed ; and though we can now 
no longer mark, him going before us, or behold him converſing 
among us, yet let us ſtill remember him, and chat ſo as to 
reſemble him : ler us ſo imitate thoſe graces which here he 
praiſed, that we may core at laſt co be with him in chat glory
